Food Rationing 
Unlikely-Now 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz has predicted 
shortages of meat and poultry in the 
United States, but other economic offi­ 
cials say 
the possibility 
of food 
rationing is “extremely unlikely.” 
Butz told the Senate Banking 
Committee Monday that President 
Nixon needs standby authority to 
reduce agriculture exports to solve the 
shortage problem. 
He said the squeeze between high 
feed prices and the price freeze is 
hurting poultry raisers, forcing hog 
producers to sell off breeding stock, 
Dollar 
Strong In 
Europe 


LONDON (AP) — European foreign 
exchanges shrugged off the latest 
Watergate disclosures and sent the 
U.S. dollar up strongly today, ap­ 
parently anticipating that good foreign 
trade figures will be announced in 
Washington later in the day. 
M onday’s testim ony by form er 
presidential counsel John W, Dean III 
appeared to have little or no effect on 
early trading in the exchanges or gold 
m arkets. 
The price of the metal was un­ 
changed at $118.25 an ounce in Zurich 
and 25 cents higher at $119 in I/mdon. 
The United States was widely ex­ 
pected to announce later today a 
strong improvement in its foreign 
trade showing in May. Dealers noted 
that, for that month, Japan reported 
its first trade deficit with the United 
States since February 1971. 
The British pound eased in london at 
$2.5730 from Monday’s $2.5757. 
In Frankfurt, the dollar opened at 
2.5550 marks, which was one-quarter 
of a pfennig above Monday’s close. The 
dollar was more than a centime higher 
at 4.23875 francs in France, and it was 
up almost a centime in Zurich at 3.0550 
at the opening.

and causing cattlemen to keep beef off 
the market. 
Meanwhile, the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers said it was 
concerned about shortages, but that 
rationing within the next year is 
unlikely. The council said the freeze on 
some food, including broiler chickens, 
may have to be eased. 
Butz said that the granting of the 
export control authority would prompt 
producers to expand since they would 
have government assurance that their 
feed would be sufficient and at lower 
prices in the future. 
Economic council chairman Herbert 
Stein said his group has read “lots of 
horror stories” about producers killing 
chickens because they are too ex­ 
pensive to raise. He said the council 
also was concerned about shortages of 
eggs, tomatoes and other products. 
Turning to gasoline prices, Stein said 
some 1,106 service stations have had to 
roll back prices as a result of con­ 
sumer complaints that the stations 
were violating the freeze. 
The overcharges averaged two cents 
a gallon at 741 independent and 365 
companyowned stations, the council 
said.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - John W. 
Dean III testified today that he 
believes White House aides probably 
relayed to 
P resident Nixon in­ 
form ation 
about 
the 
W atergate 
wiretapping and immediate cover-up. 
The ousted White House counsel 
clearly labeled that as an opinion, and 
claimed no firsthand knowledge that 
the President knew in advance of the 
Watergate operation. 
And later Dean told the Senate’s 
televised Watergate hearings that he 
thought it unfair to ask him for 
opinions on such m atters. 
Nonetheless, under questioning by 
committee counsel Samuel Dash, he 
offered them. 
Dean testified that Gordon Strachan, 
aide to H. H. Haldeman, the former 
White House chief of staff, knew what 
was going on at the Committee for the 
Re-election of the President in con­ 
nection with Watergate. 
“My opinion is that he would report 
everything he knew in some form to 
Mr. Haldeman,” Dean said. 
Dash then asked whether Haldeman 
would have reported word of the 
wiretap and coverup to the President. 
“ I believe he probably would have 
reported it,” Dean replied. 
After accusing Nixon and his top 
aides of covering up the Watergate 
wiretapping affair, Dean returned to 
the witness chair to answer questions 
about the 245-page statement he read 
to the Senate panel Monday. 
Pressed about his own role in the 
cover-up of campaign involvement in 
the 
w iretapping 
at 
D em ocratic 
headquarters, the former presidential 
lawyer said that operation was under 
way within two days of the burglary on 
June 17, 1972. 
” ... It just became an instant way of 
life,” he said. ” ... And I participated in 
it.” He said he acted on instructions 
from Haldeman, former White House 
aide John D. Ehrlichman and other 
officials. 
Dean said in retrospect he should 
have done more to stop the wiretap­ 
ping plans when they were first 
proposed in his presence. 
In the opening statement, which he 
read during an extended committee 
session Monday, Dean droned through 
his long-awaited account of the way 
Watergate grew into a massive con­ 
spiracy to head off a potentially 
disastrous scandal. 
Dean said when he realized that the 
cover-up was falling apart early this 
year, he ‘‘began to unfold everything I 
knew about the case” to Watergate 
prosecutors he had deceived for 
months. 
Dean said today his motive in un­ 
folding the story to the Watergate 
committee was not to try to obtain 
immunity from prosecution for his own 
Watergate role. 
Dash: You’re fully aware, Mr. Dean, 
of the gravity of the charges you have 
made, under oath, against the highest 
official of our land, the President of the 
United States? 
Dean: Yes, I am. 
Dash: And boing so aware, do you 
still stand on your statement? 
Dean. Yes, I do ... I might add this, 
Mr. Dash. I realize its almost an im­ 
possible task, if it’s one man against 
the other, that I’m up against. And it’s 
not a very pleasant situation. I can 
only speak what I know to Ik* the facts, 
and that’s what I’m providing this 
committee. 
Today’s committee session was one 
of interrogation. On Monday, Dean 
provided a recitation, uninterrupted 
by questioning, of his massive written 
account of Watergate. 
“As I began explaining what I knew, 
it was evident that the prosecutors had 
no conception of how extensive the 
cover-up was,” Dean said. “ ...I tried to 


provide them with all the details that I 
could rem em ber.” 
In his account to the Senate panel. 
Dean set the stage by outlining a pre- 
campaign atmosphere of a White 
House staff which worried constantly 
about anti-Nixon demonstrators, hired 
spies to tail political opponents and 
contemplated plans to break the law in 
search of information. 


As his story unfolded, he implicated 
in the cover-up the 
President, 
Haldeman, Ehrlichman, former Atty. 
Gen. John N. 
M itchell, special 
presidential counsel R ichard A. 
Moore, former special presidential 
counsel (Charles W. Colson, ex-acting 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Director L. Patrick Gray III and a host 
of aides and assistants. 
As pieces of Dean’s story leaked out 
last week, the White House said it 
would not respond until he testified in 
public and under oath. On Monday, 
I Ye ss Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Nixon, in San Clemente, (’alif., was 
being kept 
inform ed of D ean’s 
testimony but would have no comment 
on it this week. 
As Dean recited events, tin* first 
meeting at which he discussed tin* 
cover-up with the President was Sept. 
15, 1972, when Nixon said he was 
pleased the federal indictments in the 
Watergate case stopped no higher than 
former campaign chief counsel (1. 


Gordon biddy. 
Dean said various administration 
and campaign officials 
proceeded 
from that point to scuttle a House 
committee probe—headed by Rep 
Wright Patman. D-Tex.—that “just 
might stumble into something that 
would start unraveling the cover-up.” 


That accomplished. Dean said he 
helped accused political saboteur 
Donald Segretti prepare a story in­ 
tended 
to 
keep 
W atergate 
in­ 
vestigators from learning the scope of 
high-level backing of Segretti’s “dirty 
trick" operation. 
Dean said he enlisted tin* help of 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry E. Petersen 
and that prosecutor Earl J. .Hilbert 
tried to gloss over tile m atter, but that 
an independent-minded grand juror 
almost thwarted their 
efforts by 
asking Segretti who his backers were. 
Segretti 
named 
presidential 
ap­ 
pointm ents secretary Dwight R. 
Chapin, H aldem an aide 
Gordon 
Strachan and Herbert W. Kalmbach, 
then Nixon’s personal attorney. Rut, 
Dean said, when FRI agents “came to 
interview Chapin and Strachan, they 
contained 
them selves 
in 
their 
questioning” and the lid remained in 
place. 
After the election, consideration was 
given to putting out the facts “to get 
rid of tin* W atergate,” Dean said Rut, 
wlien he told Haldeman that could re­ 


sult in indictments against Mitchell, 
Haldem an, 
Ehrlichm an, 
Dean, 
Strachan and campaign deputy Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, “Haldeman said it 
doesn’t seem to be a very viable op­ 
tion.” 
So the cover-up continued through 
the end of 1972 and into the new year 
“on the general theory that no one 
would be arrested for what they didn't 
say,” Dean recounted 
Then, as the trial of the original 
Watergate Seven drew near, pressures 
grew for more hush-money payments 
to the defendants One of them, former 
White House consultant Iv Howard 
Hunt threatened to start talking if he 
didn’t get money and a promise of 
executive clemency. 
Meanwhile, the Senate hail voted to 
create a select committee to pro In* 
Watergate, “much to the displeasure 
of the White House*,” where top aide 
determined "that we were fast moving 
into an uncontrollable, if not hostile, 
forum,” Dean said. 
On Feb. IO, Haldeman, Ehrlichman, 
Moore and Dean had met in la Costa, 
(’alif., 
for 
a series of 
intensive 
discussions “ on perpetuating the 
Watergate tactics or tin* cover-up by a 
counteroffensive against the for 
blooming Senate hearings.” 
A concerted effort was launched to 
defeat the committee’s search for 
truth but virtually every tactic failed, 
Dean said. 
State Agencies Grab Funds

department and agency heads made a 
mad rush Monday for appropriated but 
unreleased state funds that could lapse 
at the end cif the biennium Saturday. 
They got most of them. 
The board authorized purchase of 
more bum 372 acres for the Cuyahoga 
Valley Park at an average estimated 
cost of $1,474 an acre. 
The three Republicans on the seven- 
member board voted against the* ex­ 
penditures. 
“That’s way too much money,” said 
Sen. Howard C. Cook, IM Toledo. 
Approximately 1(K) requests went 
before the board. 
Republicans on the board objected to 
the purchase of 89 acres from Majestic 
Homes, Inc., of Lorain, for $270,OOO, or 
more than $3,100 an acre*. The* land will 
lie part of 
the Cuyahoga 
Valley 
project. 
They also objected, equally un­ 
successfully, to plans to buy 97 acres in 
Sum m it County from E rnest R. 
Genovese for $175,600 as part of the 
project. 
“ At that rate, it’s going to cost you 
$26 million to buy up this land,” said 
Cook. All the purchase? requests were 
defended by the Department of Natu­ 
ral Resources.

Nixon-Dean Contradictions: Who's Truthful? 


WASHINGTON (AID — Four key 
statements by President Nixon have 
been contradicted flatly by his former 
counsel, John W. Dean III. 
Testifying Monday before 
the 
S en ate’s W atergate investigating 
committee, Dean swore Nixon knew of 
the coverup, knew of payments to de­ 
fendants and admitted twice that he 
discussed an offer of clemency. And he 
said Nixon persisted in the cover-up 
this spring despite Nixon’s statement 
that hie was trying to get all the facts. 
Here is a comparison of what Nixon 
said and what Dean said: 
COVER-UP: The President, in a 
statement issued May 22, said, “ I took 
no part in, nor was I aware of, any ... 
efforts that may have been made to 
cover up the W atergate.” 
Dean testified that he told Nixon 
Sept. 15, 1972, that he had assisted in 
keeping the case from reaching the 
White House. That was the day seven 
men were indicted, none higher in the 
Nixon re-election campaign than G. 
Gordon biddy, the finance com ­ 


mittee’s chief lawyer. 
Nixon and Dean met in the Oval 
Office, with presidential chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman present, Dean said. 
“The lYesident told me I had done a 
good job and he appreciated how 
difficult a task it had been rind the 
President was pleased that the case 
had stopped with biddy,” Dean said. 
“I responded that I could not take 
credit because others had done much 
more difficult things than I had done. 
As the President discussed the present 
status of the situation I told him that 
all that I had been able to do was to 
contain the case and assist in keeping 
it out of the White House. I also told 
him that I thought that there was a 
long way to go before this m atter 
would end and that I certainly could 
make no assurances that the flay 
would not come when this m atter 
would start to unravel." 
CLEMENCY: Nixon also said May 
22. “At no time did I authorize any 
offer of executive clemency for the 
Watergate defendants, nor did I know 


of any such offer.” 
Dean said Nixon told him on March 
13 and again on April 15 that fie had 
talked to former domestic adviser 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman and 
former 
presidential counselor Diaries W (wil­ 
son about an offer of clemency that 
Dean said was made to Pi. Howard 
Hunt, one of the men convicted in the 
case. 
Haldeman was at the March 13 
meeting in tin* Oval Office, Dean said. 
“'Hie President ... referred to the fact 
that 
Hunt 
had 
been 
prom ised 
executive clemency. He said that fie 
had discussed this m atter with Eh- 
rlichman and ... that Colson also 
discussed it with him later. He ex­ 
pressed some annoyance at the fact 
that Colson had also discussed this 
matter with him.” 
On April 15 Dean said he met with 
Nixon in his office in the Executive 
Office Building arni advised Nixon he 
had begun to tell his story to federal 
prosecutors. “He got up out of his 
chair, went behind his chair to the 


corner ... and in a barely audible tone 
said to me, he was probably foolish to 
fiavt* discussed Hunt’s clemency with 
Colson.” 
PAYOFFS Tile President said May 
22: “ I did riot know, until the time of 
my own investigation, of any effort to 
provide the Watergate defendants with 
funds.” 
Nixon’s own investigation, ac ­ 
cording to a statement he made April 
17, began March 21 Hut Dean said fie 
told Nixon about payoffs at their 
March 13 meeting. 
Dean 
said 
he 
told 
Nixon 
and 
Haldeman that demands for money 
were increasing. “ I told the lYesident 
about the fact that there was no money 
to pay these individuals to meet their 
demands. He asked me how much it 
would cost. I told him tfiat I could only 
make an estimate that it might be as 
high as a million dollars or more. He 
told me that was no problem, and fie 
also looked over at Haldeman and 
repeater! the same statem ent.” 
Irater in the conversation Nixon 


asked about money already paid to 
defendants, l>ean said “He asked me 
how this was done. I told him I didn’t 
know much about it other than the fact 
that the money was laundered so it 
could not tx- traced and that there were 
secret deliveries.” 
NIXON’S INVESTIGATION 
The 
lYesident, in his April 17 statement 
and again in a television address to the 
nation April 30, said fie began a new 
investigation of the wiretapping affair 
March 21 after new facts came to light 
‘ I personally assumed the respon­ 
sibility for coordinating intensive new 
inquiries into the matter, and I |**r- 
sonally ordered those conducting the 
investigations to get all the facts and to 
report them directly to me, right here 
in this office,” Nixon said in his ad­ 
dress. 
Rut Dean said, 
“ In short, the 
lYesident commenced no investigation 
at 
all. 
R ather, 
the 
President, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichm an com ­ 
menced to protect themselves against 
the unraveling of Hie cover-up.”

Pompidou, 
Brezhnev 
Talk 


PARIS (AP) — IiComd I. Brezhnev 
today started two days talks with 
French President Georges Pompidou 
as a follow-up to his trip to the United 
States. 
The Soviet leader was reported 
ready to offer Pompidou chairmanship 
of a “ super EastWest summit” con­ 
ference here in December. He was 
readying the offer with the approval of 
President Nixon, French reports said. 
The French see the proposal as a 
scheme for trying to draw them from 
their independent stance on nuclear 
and conventional arms reductions. 
A government spokesman indicated 
that France would not be able to 
consider it until after the end of the 
second phase of the European security 
conference beginning next month in 
Helsinki, Finland. 
The super-summit was described 
here as a meeting meant to put a 
definitive end to the Cold War period 
and was equated to the Congress of 
Vienna, 
which 
closed 
out 
the 
Napoleonic era. 
Even before Brezhnev flew in from 
Washington at midnight Monday, 
official French sources stated that, 
whatever the Soviet leader had 
decided with President Nixon on 
atomic and weapons controls, “ France 
intends to maintain her sovereignty in 
matters of national defense.” 
A French official said privately that 
the Brezhnev-Pompidou talks in a 
Marie Antoinette boudoir at the 
Kambouillet Chateau could be the 
most difficult between France and 
Russia since (Carles de Gaulle began 
friendship overtures toward the 
Soviets in 1964. 
It was widely expected that the 
Soviet Communist party chief would 
attempt to assure Pompidou, and 
through him Western Europe’s other 
leaders, that the new Soviet-American 
cooperation does not mean exclusion of 
other countries from the decision­ 
making process in Europe.

Rogers hailed the agreement signed 
by Nixon and Brezhnev promising 
joint cooperation to avert the risk of 
war or nuclear disaster 
“It’s a solemn commitment not to 
use force or the threat of force versus 
each other, versus an ally of the other, 
or against any other country,” he said. 
“It also carries considerably further” 
the declaration of principles signed 
last year by Nixon and Brezhnev in 
Moscow to regularize the conduct of 
their two nations. 
Rogers stressed th at the new 
agreem ent requires “ urgent con­ 
sultation” between Washington and 
Moscow even when conventional war 
anywhere in the world appears im­ 
minent. 
The secretary of state said he was 
“quite satisfied” with the range of 
subjects discussed by the two leaders 
and that he believed the summit talks 
accomplished more than had been an­ 
ticipated. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
can do no wrong and, therefore, cannot 
be sued. 
That, says the Ohio State Bar 
Association, is the philosophy con­ 
tained in Ohio’s statutes, although 
voters changed the constitution 60 
years ago to permit the abandonment 
of governmental sovereignty. 
The bar association is pushing a bill 
in the General Assembly that would 
allow the state to be sued and set up a 
Court of Gaim s to rule on claims for 
damages. 
Blame Kelley 
For Deaths 
Of Negroes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A witness 
scheduled to testify today on the 
nomination of Kansas City Police Chief 
Clarence M. Kelley to be director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
holds him responsible for the riot 
deaths of six blacks in the Midwestern 
city. 


The witness is Bruce Wadkins, head 
of Freedom Inc., a black Democratic 
organization in Kansas City. He was 
called to testify before the Senate 
Judiciary Com m ittee, which has 
scheduled a third day of hearings on 
Kelley’s nomination. 


Two other black witnesses are ex­ 
pected to counter Wadkins’ testimony. 
They are Clifford M. Spottsville, a 
Kansas City municipal court judge, 
and Everett P. O’Neal, a tire store 
owner who operates a private security 
guard company. 


Despite Wadkins’ testimony, Kelley, 
61, is expected to receive easy con­ 
firmation by the committee and the 
Senate. 


Wadkins says he will stand by 
statements he made when Kelley was 
nominated to become the second 
permanent FBI director in history, 
succeeding J. Edgar Hoover. 
At the time of Kelley’s nomination. 
June 7, Wadkias said: “I will never 
forgive him for those blacks that were 
killed. If innocent whites instead of in­ 
nocent blacks had been killed, he 
would never have gotten the ap­ 
pointment. 
Man Sentenced 
In Al Fatah Case 


HAIFA, Israel (AP) — Rami Iivneh, 
son of Communist lawmaker Avraham 
Ievenbraun,received a 10-year prison 
term Sunday for having had contact 
with an agent of the Al Fatah guerrilla 
organization. 
He was sentenced in the last of four 
trials of Arabs and Jews tied to a spy 
and sabotage ring working for Syria 
with the aim of causing a violent 
revolution. 
Israeli police broke the network last 
December. Altogether, six Jews arni 27 
Arabs have been convicted as mem­ 
bers.

On December 18, 1972 lYesident 
Nixon ortered the resumption of air 
attacks on north Vietnam, including 
the Hanoi-Haiphong area. The bombing 
lasted ll days. 
Kven as the first bombs were falling, 
powerful media organs in the U.S. and 
Europe 
mounted 
a 
massive 
propaganda drive designed to force the 
President to call off Ur* attack. This 
propaganda assault was more blatant, 
and more flagrantly deceptive than 
anything since the heyday of .Joseph 
Goebbels and the technique of U h * Mig 
De. 
In this country, the New York limes 
led the charge. 
In its editorials, 
columns and news stories, Uh* Times 
labored to create the false impression 
that the U.S. Air Force was carrying 
out terror attacks against con­ 
centrated civilian populations, or, at 
test, hitting civilians inadvertently. 
“ Even if the ‘targets’ were strictly 
military,” said a typical editorial, “ a 
great (leal more than military would 
be caught 
up in such sweeping 
devastation.” 
The 
quotation 
marks 
aroud 
“ targets” in that sentence are 
designed to suggest that in fact Uiere 
were no “ targets” — that is, that Uh* 
raids were indiscriminate. The 
“ sweeping devastation” is simply 
announces! as obvious fact. 
But, lo and behold, on December 21 
Hanoi Radio itself seemed to confirm 
Pentagon claims that the bombing was 
surgically precise: it claimed 260 
deaths in Hanoi and Haiphong. 
The Times relegated that bit of in­ 
convenient news to page Hi. Out on 
page I it carried a story from Uh* 
Soviet News agency Tass claiming 
that the raids were causing enormous 
civilian casualties. 
Hie next day the 'limes published as 
fact a purely imaginary description of 
Uh* bombing from I a* Monde. NorUi 
Vietnam was covered with "big 
cemeteries under the moonlight . . . 
terror, 
blind 
murders 
and 
psychological mutilation . .. To cover

this dense crowd of civilians with a 
carpet of bombs is perhaps not to 
exterminate a people, but it is to un­ 
dertake a succession of localized ex­ 
termination.” 
Inevitable, the usual scientists were 
trotted out to sign well publicized 
bombing protests. People like George 
Wald of Harvard and biologist Albert 
Szent-Gyorgyi of U h* universe added 
their own decibels to the protest 
agaiast what they were pleased to call 
“ and unprecedented orgy of killing 
that horrifies people everywhere 
as 
Guernica, Coventry and Dresden once 
terrified them.” 
Much was made of fictitious hits on 
H IW camps. The .supposed bombing of 
Bach Mai Hospital became a ready 
symbol for American barbarity. 
On December 30, the temhing 
stopped and the resumption of the 
Paris talks was announced. The l unes 
evidently had some trouble halting the 
momentum of its propaganda cam­ 
paign, for on January 5, it ran another 


I a* Monde piece comparing the U.S. 
wiUi Hitler’s Germany: “ For the 
moment they are content with trans­ 
posing an entire land into a lunar 
landscape and an entire people into 
dead men from the Stone Age.” 
In due course the truth emerged, and 
the contradiction bi*tween the low 
casualties reported and 
the sup 
posiUon of massive carpet tembing 
was cleared up. In April, 1973 report­ 
ers in Hanoi confirmed the fact that 
there had been no carpet-bombing. 
According tonne refu ter on the scene, 
Tammy Arbuckle: “ United States air 
strikes against legitimate military 
targets in Hanoi seem to have teen 
carried out with almost surgical 
precision . . . Pictures and some press 
reports had given a visitor the im­ 
pression that Hanoi had suffered badly 
in tin* war 
but in fact the city is 
hardly touched.” 
On April ii, air reconnaissance 
photos confirmed this estimate. Of the 
five large buildings of the Bach Mai 
Hospital, two were slightly damaged. 


Hie Times waited three weeks to 
break the news to its readers, in a 
Page 2 article on May 2: “ Hanoi Films 
Show No Carpet-Bombing.” 
In its coverage of the bombing, the 
Times had made no discernible effort 
to verify its reports of massive 
destruction. It had printed a good deal 
fiction, much of it from Communist 
and leftist European sources. It had 
done all this, obviously, for political 
effort. 
I propose that the Times adopt a new 
motto: “You can fool all of the people 
some of the time, and some of the 
l>eople all the time — and those are 
good enough odds for us.”

ELYRIA , Ohio (AP)—A balloonist 
who plans a trans-Atlantic flight next 
month huddled with his crew on the 
shore of I take Erie this morning, 
hoping for gentle winds and safe pas­ 
sage to Canada. 
Bob Sparks, 37, and the balloon’s 
designer, Mark Semich, wanted to fly 
across I^ake Michigan Monday, but 
that flight had to be canceled because 
of bad weather. 
They packed the balloon into a van 
and headed toward Fremont, Ohio, 
hoping to catch up with a tank truck 
full of helium and for a shot at a 
practice flight over land Monday 
night. But that ascent had to be 
scrapped, too. 
“ We’re still hoping to get off,” 
reported Clint Iiaird, spokesmen for 
the nine-man crew, shortly before 
dawn. But he said southerly winds 
picked up a few hours after midnight 
and probably would cause problems 
inflating the balloon. 
The decision to go was made and 
then unmade several times through 
the night as the crew left Fremont and 
headed east along the Ohio Turnpike 
toward Elyria, Laird said. 
Part of the suspense was a cold front 
moving in from the Middle West, 
teinging cooler temperatures and 
rain, he noted. 
Laird said that he and Semich might 
accompany Sparks across I .ake Erie 
but that only Sparks would make the 
transAtlantic flight. But the practice 
flights will be vital for that ascent, he 
said. 
Among the questions still un­ 
answered were how much helium 
would be needed to keep the balloon 
afloat above water and at night, he 
said. Hie flight across l.ake Erie 
might give Sparks and Semich a 
chance to pinpoint both answers, he 
said.

You frequently refer to the fears 
people suffer from. I know that my 
fears were imposed on me by my 
mother. 
For example, I am petrified about 
thunderstorms. I can still recall, after 
25 years, how my mother huddled us 
into a closet to save us from lightning 
and thunder. 
The fear of drowning overwhelms 
me when water barely comes up to my 
knees. As children we were constantly 
given graphic pictures about the 
danger of drowning. 
My children are two and four years 
old. I want so desperately to spare 
them the anxieties I have lived with all 
my life. 
Mrs. L.P.V.,R.I. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
The fact that you have so openly 
expressed your fears is a great step in 
the direction of releasing your own 
anxieties and laying the groundwork 
for a better emotional heritage for 
your children. 
Children are born into this world 
without psychological turbulence and 
fears. From that very moment their 
new world bombards them with noises, 
lights, cramps, hunger pains, all of 
which are far removed from the cozy 
security in their mother’s womb. 
As soon as they are able to walk and 
move about they hurt themselves and 
then become fearful of repeating this 
injury. These fears are elaborated if 
the parent overreacts, and helps to 
exaggerate the fearful aspect of the 
experience. 
'ihere is a fine art in teaching 
children to avoid danger without 


terrorizing them into believing that 
their lives are actually threatened by 
each new experience. 
Sometimes it is an arduous task, as 


in your case, for parents to learn to 
moderate their own reactions in order 
to avoid passing on anxiety to their 
children. With control and with 
psychological guidance, this technique 
can be acquired. 


Too often mothers, fathers and 
grandparents are the easy “ out” to 
explain one’s one neuroticism. Many 
other factors play a role in the 
production of fears. 
Fear is a special disease of modern 
mankind that is transmitted from 
person to person, sometimes pur­ 
posely, sometimes in error, and 
sometimes unwittingly. 
Doctors all over the world are aware 
of the increase in the number of 
patients who live their lives under the 


constant fear of impending disaster. 
It is acknowledged that fear can 
therefore 
become 
a 
far 
more 
destructive disease than the illnesses 
that are brought to the attention of the 
physician. 
It is hard to conceive that anyone 
can grow up in a world that is con­ 
stantly tottering on the brink of 
destruction 
without 
paying 
an 
emotional penalty. 
With your 
psycholgogical un­ 
derstanding, you are in a fine position 
to protect your children from physical 
and emotional threats without in­ 
ducing any extraordinary anxiety.

One night, two months ago, a group 
of armed men burst into homes in 
Middle America and brought terror to 
two families. 
The men were narcotics agents, and 
they had made a mistake. Their error 
put Collinsville, DI., in the nation’s 
headlines and touched off a storm of 
indignation. 
An Associated Press survey has 
produced a small, but chilling, harvest 
of similar tales. 
—In January, William Pine was 
awakened by his daughters’ screams 
as armed men broke through the front 
and back door of his Winthrop, Mass., 
home. He was pushed against a win­ 
dow with guns pointed at his head 
before state police realized they had 
the wrong house. 
—Heyward H. Dyer, 22, was shot and 
killed Oct. 2, 1969, in his Whittier, 
Calif., apartment when a narcotics 
agent who had broken into the wrong 
apartment on the floor above fired a 
shot through the floor. 
—On May 18, an off-duty Texas 
Department of Public Safety officer 
was shot to death in a raid on a 
Houston apartment after an informer 
mistakenly identified him to narcotics 
agents as having sold amphetamine 
pills. 
The Nixon administration has 
declared ‘‘all-out global war on the 
drug menace.” State and local en­ 
forcement has been stepped up, partly 
through the efforts of the Office of 
Drug 
Abuse 
Law 
Enforcement 
(D A LE) which was set up in the 
Justice Department in January 1971 to 
carry the federal attack on drugs, 
particularly heroin, down to the street 
level. 
This campaign has 
resulted 
in 
record numbers of search or arrest 
warrants and put record numbers of 
drug traffickers and record amounts of 
illegal drugs out of circulation. 
But civil liberties groups and per­ 
sons in the enforcement field charge 
that legal restrictions or operating 
safeguards have in some cases been 
ignored under pressure to produce 
results. 
Herbert Giglotto, 29, and his wife, 
I/mise, 
28, were asleep in their 
Collinsville home on April 23 when a 
crash and some screaming awakened 
them. 
‘‘I take about three steps out of bed, 


and I see these hippies with guns. I told 
my wife, We’re dead,’” Giglotto said. 
Giglotto says he and his wife were 
knocked down across their bed and 
handcuffed. He was threatened with 
death at gunpoint as the men shouted 
obscenities at them. One agent flashed 
a gold badge, which Mrs. Giglotto only 
glimpsed. 
When the men realized their 
mistake, they left without apology or 
explanation, Giglotto said. 
Donald Askew, 40, and his wife, 
Virginia, 37, had just sat down to 
dinner that night in Collinsville when 
armed men began to kick their door in. 
Askew told his son to run for his life. 
Again there were threats and no 
apologies before the men left, Askew 
said. 
DALE officials in Washington say 
they can not comment while the case is 
under investigation by the U.S. at­ 
torney in Springfield, DL, and the 
Justice Department’s Civil Rights 
Division. 
The Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs agents who par­ 
ticipated in the raids under D ALE’S 
auspices were suspended, according to 
Special Asst. Atty. Gen. Myles Am­ 
brose. 
D A L E ’S 
legal 
officer, 
Robert 
Richardson, said in Washington that 
the men were suspended with pay and 
were 
allowed 
to 
perform 
ad­ 
m inistrative duties without their 
badges or guns. ‘‘This doesn’t mean 
that in an emergency they can’t 
perform the duties of an agent,” he 
said. 
Since the Collinsville incident, 
Ambrose has sent a reminder to 
D A LE’S 41 area offices to take care in 
preparing search and arrest warrants 
and to avoid intemperate language. 
The law allows agents to enter a 
home without a warrant if they have 
probable cause to believe they can 
apprehend someone violating the law. 
BNDD, which has 1,320 agents in the 
United States, gives its trainees IO 
weeks of classes in fundamentals of 
the law and enforcement techniques, 
including practice raids. 


But DALE, which is composed of 
about IOO lawyers working with agents 
and a special federal grand jury in 
each of its cities, ‘‘has no opportunity 
to train, or retrain, agents assigned to 
it,” Richardson said. 
DALE has 465 federal agents, half 
from BNDD and the rest from other 
federal agencies, and more than 400 
local or state law enforcement officers 
on assignment to it. 
Neither 
D A LE 
nor 
BNDD 
spokesmen recall incidents that led to 
dismissal of agents for abuses on 
raids. 
But John Finlator, who retired in 
1972 as deputy director at BNDD, 
thinks DALE itself was a mistake. 
‘‘The federal narcotics agents ought 
to deal with what they do best- 
interstate and foreign traffic—not the 
street level. They’ve got no business 
doing that. That’s why you have state 
and local law enforcement people,” he 
said. 
Finlator said: “ DALE was strictly a 
political thing. They were trying to 
prove the No. I problem was drugs as 
Nixon said. They were under pressure 
to produce.” 
After July I, BNDD and DALE will 
be combined in a new Drug En­ 
forcement Administration in the 
Justice Department.
